Marriage certificates tnmt now have 
upon them to be legal a ten-cent revenue 
stamp, says the Timea-Star. 

The minister is required to place a tea 
cent adhesive stamp on the certificate be- 
fore taking it to the court house for rec- 
ord. The law is very plain upon the 
subject. 

A minister who fails to stamp a mar- 
riage certificate is subject to a heavy fine 

and the clerk of coiirt who records a cer- 
tificate without a stamp is equally liable 
to a fine. 

A question has arisen if, whether a 
minister performs a marriage ceremony 
and gives a certificate and fails to put a 
stamp on the one that is left at the Pro- 
bate Court for record and it is recorded 
without a stamp, that marriage is legal. 
The revenue law has nothing to do with 
the legalishig of marriages, bnt a minis- 
ter or clerk who fails to heed the stamp 
law is liable to ^et himself into serious 
trouble.
